JAPS IN PURSUIT 


Kuropatkin’s Array Is Now 
“ Hot-Footing In Direc­ 
tion of Mukden. 
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Tokio, Sept. 5 —Field M arshal Oya- 
ma, telegraphing at 9 o'clock Sunday 
morning, says: 
“After the fighting of 
last night and this morning Liao Yang 
fell into our hands. 
Our casualties 
are believed to be very heavy. No re­ 
port has been received concerning con­ 
ditions on the right bank of the Taitse 
river.” 


St. Petersburg, Sept. 5.— There is 
bitter disappointm ent today, probably 
the keenest of the whole land cam ­ 
paign, over the situation at the front. 
Up to Liao Yang the retreating from 
and the abandonm ent of positions had 
been expected, and that much the pub­ 
lic and the officials thought they knew 
of General K uropatkin's plau of cam ­ 
paign. 
Had Liao Yang been aban­ 
doned without a fight the public at 
least would have looked forward pa­ 
tiently to a decisive stand at Mukden, 
but after a desperate battle with vic­ 
tory for the instant 
apparently in 
sight, to find Liao Yang abandoned, its 
Immense stores captured or destroyed 
and the retreat continued under the 
most adverse conditions, severely tries 


and water, and the men have fought 
for days past starving and parched 
with thirst. 
Although full details are lacking the 
duration of the fighting, the numbers 
engaged and the losses so far reported 
indicate that Liao Yang will prove to 
be one of the greatest battles of his­ 
tory. 
The dispatch 
received 
from 
Field Marshal Oyama announcing the 
fall of Liao Yang had the effect of 
cheering all of the subjects of the 
mikado. 
Throughout 
the 
rejoicing 
here following the earlier successes 
of Japanese arm s at 
I io Yang the 
more thoughtful people P ared the re 
stilts of the exposure to which the 
right wing of General Koroki’s army 
was subjected, and it was held possi* 
j ble that the strength ot the Liao Yang 
' fortifications would permit the with 
drawal of the bulk of the Russian 
forces there. Even now there is doubt 
concerning the number of Russians 
who have escaped, but there is no 
doubt ahnuf tie* character of the vic­ 
tory at Liao Y’ang 
Tokio is brilliantly decorated and 
joyful crowds are parading tho streets 
cheering the exploit - of Field Marshal 
Oyama and Generals Oku and N’odzu. 


THE RUSSIAN POSITION 


Retreat Has Carried Kuropatkin Near­ 
ly to Mukden. 
St. 
Petersburg, 
Sept. 
5.—General 
1 SLakel berg’s 
F irst 
Siberian 
army 
corps, which was reported Saturday 
1 by General K uropatkin as having been 
cut off to the westward of Liao Y’ang, 
has been safely extricated. 
General 
Kuropatkin has teb-graphed that the 
greater portion of his arm y is now 
| south of Yantai, about ten miles north- 
! ea.st of Liao Y ang, and that the other 
portion of it has crossed the Taitse 
river and has taken up a position on 
the right bank. 
This message, which was received 
by the em peror early Sunday morning, 
threw a more hopeful light on the po­ 
sition of the Russian army, and the 
authorities gave sighs of relief. 
There is no attem pt, however, to 
conceal the gravity of the situation. 
In view of the absence of news regard­ 
ing what has happened since.

NOW Great Piece of Stage Mechanism. 


■ 
Much interest has been manifested 
concerning the mechanical methods 
of the thrilling chariot race employed 
in the Klaw & Erlanger C o .’s stupen­ 
dous production of General W allace’s 
famous religious spectacle, ‘‘Ben-H ur’ 
which is to be again presented 
at 
English's Opera House. Indianapolis, 
Sept. 12th to 
1th with matinees on 
Wednesday ami Saturday ea^h week. | 
Two years ago “ Ben-Hur” enjoyed 
a run of three weeks in Indianapolis j 
At that time many weut from this city j 
to see it and it is more than probable! 
We attendance this time will be equally j 
as large. 
In this great arenie contest the spec­ 
ta to r sees eight horses galloping at 
break-neck speed and straining every 
muscle to gain the advantage in the 
race within the amphitheatre. 
Behind 
each quartet of horses is a Roman 
chariot. 
Toe wheels revolve rapidly: 
the chariots lurch ana sway : and the 
flaming beribboued garments of tbe 
drivers flutter behind them, adding 
intensity to the realism of ti e scene. 
The illusion is still further increased 
as the interior 
wall of the am phi­ 
theatre moves along 
and the 
du->t 
flies in blinding clouds beneath the 
crushing wheels of the chariots. 
The 
clatter of the hoofs of tbe horses and 
and the r irable of the chariots are 
distinctly heard. 
E laborate mechanism and applica­ 
tions of electricity produce tLi- great 
effect. 
The mechanism 
of the two 
great cradles, twenty feet in length and 
fourteen feet wide, which are movable 
back and forth on railways, is sup­ 
ported by a bridge structure capable 
of twenty tons. 
The tops o f the c r a ­ 
dles are two inches above the level of 
the stage. 
Each cradle bears the four 
horses and the <hariot of each con­ 
testent. 
On each cradle there are four 
runways or treadm ills of hickory slats 
inches wide and covered with rub­ 
ber; they are twelve feet long and two 
and a half feet wide 
On each of these 
treadm ills a horse is secured by steel 
cable traces, which hold him in place 
and prevent him from moving forward 
! of! tbe runways. 
As each horse gal 
lops, the treadm ill revolves under his
